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INTRODUCTION 



By ¥irtiie of the AA of Assembly of April 5th 1867,the GontroUeis 
of the Poblic Schoob of Phibdelphia weie thereafter to be appointed 
by the Judges of the Court of Gomaion Pleas and the then DiArid 
Courts. Such appomtments were to be made on or before December 
firA of that year, m the manner therem set forth. One Controller was 
to be appomted for each ward. The purpose of the AA was to eUmi- 
nnte the public schools from politics, which, it was believed, would 
be a snbAantfad unprovement on previous conditions. Subsequently 
n loan of one million dollars became avaihd>le, followed by the great- 
cA aAhrity ui building of school houses. ArchiteAs of known ability 
were sdeAed and plans submitted to the Board for approvaL Twen* 
ty-one buQdfaigs were oontraAed for ui this year, Lewis H. Esler befaig 
employed to aA as Inspedor and to superintend their conAruAion. 
Subsequently his title was changed to that of ''Superintendent of PuUIc 
School BuQdmgs and Repairs'*. Mr. Esler contmued as Superintendent 
until his death, November 15th 1883. 

This vdume begins with the year before the consolidation of the 

City m 1854 and covers one of the moA mtereAing periods hi the 

hiAory of public education in Philadelphia. Samuel Sloan, a well known 

and efficient archite A,was sent to other cities to Andy school architeA- 

ure and many of the buildings ereAed from 1850 to 1854 were probably 

from hfa designs. He was later associated with Addison Button hi 

designbg the Morris, Morris City, Reynolds and Tasker Schools. 

James C. Sidney, a charter member of the PhihMlelphfai Chapter of 
die American InAitute of ArchiteAs, designed the majority of the 

buildings ereAed from funds obtained by the million doUar loan; about 

twenty buildmgs were ereAed between 1 866 and 1 87 1 from his plana.
